ACTIONS,  PUNS  OF  UPPER  COURT 


The  pasi  year's  work  of  Upper  Court  was  given  at  Spring 
Retreat  by  Martha  Duke,  ex-chairman  of  judiciary.  Leila  Cal¬ 
houn,  Chairman  of  Judiciary,  stated  the  plans  for  this  years 
world  of  Upper  Court.  These  reports  are  given  below.- 


This  year  for  the  first  time 
Upper  Court  was  given  the  pow¬ 
er  to  organize  and  supervise  the 
dormitory'  councils.  In  a  program 
of  preventive  rather  than  correc¬ 
tive  measures,  Upper  Court  points 
vith  pride  to  a  record  year,  a 
year  during  which  only  one  case 
was  presented  to  this  body. 
Standardize  Penalties 

In  an  effort  to  standardize 
justice  in  the  matter  of  minor 
offenses,  Upper  Court  presented 
each  dormitory  a  set  of  recom¬ 
mended  penalties  for  the  most 
common-  minor  violations  in  the 
dormitory  and  campus  regula¬ 
tions.  Flexibility  in  penalizition 
necessary  because  ,ol  indivT-ual 
differences  of  the  offender  was 
provided  for  through  a  system 
of  maximum  and  minimum  pen¬ 
alties  for  each  offense.  Direct 
supervision  by  Upper  Courjt  was 
afforded  through  the  representa¬ 
tive  of  this  body  who  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  an  assigned  dormi¬ 
tory  council.

In  this  program  we  feel  that 
Upper  Court  has  been  very  suc¬

As  increasing  numbers  of  in¬ 
jured  soldiers  return  to  the  hos¬ 
pitals,  more  and  more  occupa¬ 
tional  therapists  t  are  needed  to 
aid  in  their  adjustment  to  normal 
'ife.  In  greatest  demand  are  ex¬ 
perienced  graduates  of  accredited 
occupational  therapy  schools.  Ex¬ 
perience  should  be  in  hospitals 
acceptable  to  the  American  Me¬ 
dical  Association.  For  some  po¬ 
sitions,  however/college  training 
in  psychology  and  in  art's  and 
crafts  or  trades  and  industries, 
or  experience  as  a  junior  aide  in 
Veterans’  hospitals,  may  be  sub¬ 
stituted  for  training  in  oceupa- 
tionnl  therapy  schools.  Other 
positions  will  be  filled  by  inex¬ 
perienced  graduates  of  occupa- 
o'nal  therapy  schools. 


The  salary  range  of  these  po¬ 
rtions  is  $1,970  to  $2,433  a  year, 
including  overtime  pay.  Those 
appointed  at  $1,970  will  be  train¬ 
ees  for  a  period  of  13  months; 
those  appointed  at  $2,190  and  $2.- 
4.33  will  administer  occupational 
therapy  under  medical  nnc!  gen¬ 
eral  supervision,  in  Army  and 
Veterans’  hospitals. 


Inhere  are  no  age  limits  and 
no  written  tests,  but  applicants 
must  be  physically  capable  of 
performing  the  duties  involved. 
Persons  now  using  their  highest 
skills  in  war  work  should  not 

apply.
